Provineetown, Mass., June 15-—The 
fivesmasted schooner Paul Palmer, 
bound light from Bangor, Me, for a 
coal port, was burned to the waters 
edge seven miles north of Race Point, 
Cape Cod, late today. Captain Allen 
and the crew were taken off by the 
erew of the fishing schooner Rose 
Doherty, the winner of the Lipton 
Cup tor fishermen five years «ago. 
Captain Allen, his wife and crew, with 
Miss Catherine Dunn, of Boston, a 
guest, were landed here tonight. 

When the schooner was first sighted 
by the keeper of the Highland Light, 
smoke and flames were pouring out 
of the forward hold, having started 
from an unknown cause in the for- 
ward house, The fire gained headway 
and when the schooner was five miles 
north-east of the light she was a 
flame from bow to amidships. The 
two forward masts toppled over the 
side as the fishing schooner reached 
the scene and the crew had taken to 
small boats, 


Missing After Gollision. 

Calumet, Mich., June 15—The ore 
steamer, Jesse Spalding, damaged in 
uw collision with the coal steamer, Wil- 
liam M. Snyder, jr., is) missing on 
Lake Superior tonight, somewhere it 
is thought in the vicinity of Kewenaw 
Point.

After a search of the Spalding, the 
Snyder, jr, which was only slightly 
damaged above the water line, set out 
to reach its home port, Superior, Wis.

hoilers were flooded, It is possible the 
vessel is beached near the scene of 
the collision, or that the crew suc- 
ceeded in making temporary repairs 
and reached shelter,

Ten Bodies Are Recovered and 
Two Escape Alive by Digging 
Their Way Out

New York, June 156 — Thirteen 

workmen on the new iexington ave 
nue subway were buried under tons 
of rock and dirt, by a cave-in yester- 
day, A blast of dynamite was let go 
and immediately afterward a large 
svection of the excavation came down 
on the workmen 
Five hundred men were put to work 
within a short time trying to get out 
the vietims. 
Three bodies of last night's cave-in 
were recovered today, making a total 
of nine known victims, with the pos 
sibility that still anothér may be bur- 
ier beneath the fallen rock, 

Two men dug out of the debris alive 
and terribly mangled may die All 
the bodies recovered have been 
identified. The. last body recovered 
this evening was that of Patrick 
Hoyce, foreman of the gang of men 
who were caught and crushed when 
the masses of rock fell upon them, 
eighty feet below the surface The 
others killed were dritiers and labor- 
ers, all foreigners, 2@ 
An investigation to Ax responsibility 
for the accident has been begun by 
Coroner Holtshauser.
